If il were not for the all-pervatlinf.inlerest in the war, which 


is -ibsorbing the addition not only of'the people of this coun- 
try'but'of the world, (he opening of :ui air-line'mail service 
between New York and Washinglon would have attracted n 
sreal deal more attention lhan il did. To.be sure, the even 
was suitaly-noticed in the-papers and the people read of it 
with interest. A few years ago such a thing would have been 
the wonder of the world, .but today il is only an incident in 
the marvelous development of the limes. 
_ 


In a certain sense this mail service through the air is an 


ambitious undertaking, yet in vie wof what has been accom- 
plished in the war by means of Ihe flying machine it is nothing 
to be wondered at. And in the light of what has already been 
achieved in the "mastery of the air" it would take a lively 
imagination to predict what will yet be accomplished. 


This project means the sending of airplanes between the 


national capital and New York bolh ways/daily loaded with 
mail 
The machines will stop at Philadelphia, which city will 


also be served, and the planes are expected to make the trips 
in about three hours. 
The rate of postage is 24 cenls an 


ounce, consequently the bags will not be burdened with 
ordinary mail. 


There have already been mishaps, bill none of a serious 


character. U was hardly lo be expected lhal everything would 
work perfectly.at the start, and for.the present at least it is 
expected that "the service will be interfered with by bad weath- 
er 
When thing's go wrong by reason of unfavorable weather 


or. other causes the mails will be transferred to trains so thai 
no time will be Ipstj as "compared with the present service, 
while when things go right much time will be gained. 


The development of the service will be watched with in- 


terest, and if il proves a success it will, of course, be greatly, 
extended. 
If mail can be successfully transported between1 


New York and Washington by airplane il can be transported 
across Ihe coulinent, and who shall say thai the time will not 
come when it will be thus transported across the Atlantic? •

anything which il is possible for the human mind to conceive.
